less as Queen of France than as Queen of Beauty 
and lutelligenoe in ’’ the g.ay court of Bourbon"| 
accompanying her thence with tearful regrets and 
fears in her journey to Scotland ; desorihi:ig her 
euchuaiastie receptiim as Queen of her lutivf 
laud ; then the donbts aiid dis:iffcctions of her 
Protestant subjects; and concluding with htr 
marriage to Daniley, and his suspicious death, 
the foulest blot on the n.ameof M.iry, f[ 0 ;u which 
tlie lecturei found it impossible to absolve her, 
Here, o-niiig to the lateness of the hour, Jlr 
Drake was forced to enneinde, with a prnitiisa 
to complete the history on a future everiof. 
I’he lecture itself was a triumph of memory, aril 
an admirable specimen of gmphic power and 
rhetorical ability. At its conclusion, MrDrakj 
urged the utility and importance— to young men 
espcci.ally— of possessing a good knowledge 
modern histor 3 % and impressed upon his audienrfl 
the necessity of aoquiring such knowledge at*! 
early an age as possible. The lessons to he 
learnt from, the history of their own connltj 
would prove of immense advantage in afterlife 
to those who studied it in their youth ; omt if 
the young men of Cromwell would only do them- 
selves the justice to attend a course of lecture!

Me acta the part of moral 
guardian of the people. Whether or not it may 
have been required, we believe we are correct in 
Baying that no auch interference haa been made 
in the .hiatory of New Zealand. But our con- 
temporary the D*n»tan Timea fancioa he haa 
found occaeion for it in connection with the pub- 
licatiou of the Farrell lettera ; and in laat iaaue 
he naaumea the rih of moral judge of Colonial 
iiurnaliara, —no alight aaaumption on the part of 
une of the moat miaerahle repieaentativea of it. 
He deacribea the publioation of thoae lettera by 
bia fellows aa a “pandering to the vitiated and 
morbid taste of the preaent generation”; and 
aententioualy remarks, in ooncluding a sentence 
eonstmctcd after his own peculiar ideas of Eng- 
lish composition: “but Verily our wives and 
daughters are to be excluded from reading the 
current literature of the day, or to have their 
feelings outraged by the publication of such 
maudUiig and immoral trash, as published by 
some of our contemporaries,” Few, we may 
remark in passing, will hold with the opinion 
liere given that the letters, however much they 
may partake of the character of “mandling”

course of action the Committee have laid out for 
themselves “ Last year the classes of the 
U niyersity were opened to worn sn ; a few availci! 
themselves of the privilege ; and there is reason 
to believe that attendance at the cl.isses, and en- 
couragement to stuily the higher br.anohes of 
education, would be greatly pror.intcd b}- the en- 
dowment of one or more Scholarships, of the 
value of not less than a year. To yield a 
yearly interest to th't amount, each ‘’chnlar- 
ship will require a fund of at least £400, to- 
wards which ladies invite eontriburions, ” The 
writer of the pamohlet referred to expresses her 
conviction “that the higher education of women 
- -as generally con.liicted— is wholly misdirected; 
more, that even among well-iiiformel peoole, 
there is absolute misconception of what educa- 
tion really is. It appe.ars to me, th.it the result 
of this an called higher edueatfen rcceive-i by 
women now and of late ye*s at schools and co'. 
leges, is to displace them from their true pnsi ion, 
and tend to mike thuiii clever, restless, and nn- 
feminine. Now, the truth of the matter is, the 
world does nut require women to be clever or 
learned, it rather wants them to bo useful and 
ilO'id. Knowledge to a woman is not like the 
learning of a m.an,— required to fit him f.ir be- 
coming a pleader atjtlie bar, nr an orator in the 
senate ; norh.as she so much need to be exercised 
in those studies which develop distinct individu- 
ality of character, as to have her mind and un- 
derstanding trained to habits of thoughtfully 
considering how to apply the knowledge she has, 
in her active relations with her fellow-beings 
in the daily intercourse of life. . . . , . 
If it were possible, I should have this proposed 
Scholarship used as a stimulus tn engage in such 
studies only, ns, reduced to a system, should 
help to form the character ; as should purport 
to educate for the wider object of providing the 
perfect woman ; as shouU thoroughly train all 
her powers'of mind tn a just conception of those 
duties which her place in the world, .as one of 
God’s children, requires her to discharge, and 
which shoul I increase those qualities that shall 
enalde her still more to cheer and enlighten the 
social systom, which it is her special province to 
guide and adorn.” 

A recent Coramandel J/ai! states that a 
Gymnastic anil Football Club haa been formed 
there. The entrance was fixed .at 5s. , and a 
weekly subsoription of Is. was agreed upon. £1 1 
was stated to be the sum required to get a com- 
plete set of inateri.als necessary. We hope to 
have something to say in a week or two as lo 
the formation of a similar kind of Club in Crom- 
well.

During 
the game he scored bre.aks of ISO and 2fi0. The 
Ohampiiin, however, never got into three figures. 
P.cckoning up the scores of the f mr games, it 
was fiiimd that Roberts was the winner of .\J essrs 
Morrison and Co.’s gold metal by 22 poinfs. 
I'he me !al was presented by a well-known ama- 
teur to Roberts, who stated that he had never 
played on a better table. In a game of pyramids 
afterwards played, Roberta won six games to 
Cook’s three.

PrJMITIVJi (JHIIISTIANITY: 

AS TAUGHT BI JESUS AND 1!1S INSPIRED APOSTUiS. 

Tlia .above formed the subjecl of a Icctmo 
delivered in tlio Town-ball on Tuesday last, 
the 15th inst., by Mr J. Neil, of Dunedin. 
We have been requested to publish the fol- 
lowing report • 

On rising, Mr Noil, said th.at, being a 
stranger amongst them, he wished liis liearors 
to .appoint a chairm.an. Mr Janies Taylor 
was selected, and, accepting the post, chaimed 
for the lecturer a calm and impartial hear- 
ing- 

The Lecturer said ho felt it his duty to 
apeak a word or two .about himself, ns he was 
unknown to all present. He might say he 
was an “ amateur” lecturer ; not a paid, or 
in any sense a professional one. Like the 
Apostle of the Gentiles, he made his living 
with his own hands. Being on his way to 
Dunedin, he thought it his duty to cal! the 
.attention of the people in Cromwell to that 
gi’.and system of truth knoivn as Christianity, 
Trom the lieading of his discourse, as adver- 
tised, it would be gathered tliat he did not 
think that Christianity, as Jesus taught it, 
was the s.ame .as it was represented by the 
various denominations. Being an emanation 
of the Eternal Mind, it could not possibly 
cause snob aoctarian divisions .as now disho- 
noured Christ and retarded bis glorious cause. 
Sects were condemned by the apostle Paul in 
liis epistle to the Corintliians, where ho de- 
nomioed them as the outcome of carnal men. 
As every system partook of the character of 
its founder, it would be profitable to look at 
tlie life of Jesus as revealed in the New Tes- 
tament. Jesus needed not the testlmcmy of 
men, for the Eternal Eatlier acknowledged 
liiin : His beloved Son, in whom He de- 
lighted. Those who witnessed his private 
.and public life were compelled to omi him 
the incarnate God. One whose avaricious 
heart led him to sell his master for thirty 
nieces of silver was compelled to .acknowledge 
fhat master’s innocency. The bitterest ene- 
mies of Cliristianity liave written of liiiii as 
tliB embodiment of all that was noble and 
gmid. Modern Spiritualists declare that they 
will allmv no man to surpass them in their 
love and admiration of Jesus Christ. Still
